Tkose optimistic individuals who are 


flattering themselves with the idea that 
the defeat of Clevolr.nd means the imme- 
diate dissolution of the Democratic party 
are but indifferent students of political 
history.

The Reign-of-Terror Revived in Chris- 


tian County, Mo.—How the 


Lynchings Occurred. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. IB.—A special 


from Ozark, Christian County, in thil 
State, gives the following details of th« 
quintuple lynching by Bald-Knobbers of 


lesses against Dava 
Walter and 


other leaders of that organization: Jas. 
Wilson, a farmer living near Chadwick, 
on the Ozark range, came into Ozark 
Wednesday morning after five coffins, 
which were to be used to bury the victims 
of the vengeance of the Bald-Kuobbers. 
Not far from the nearest town, ia the 
shadow of the Ozark range, lived the men 
who had been instrumental in bringing 
justice to the murderous leaders of th» 
organization, aud sinca the trials, which 
resulted in tha apparent demoralization 
of the band, these men 
have lived 


In the belief that their troubles were 
over. Yesterday morning's sun, how- 
ever, shone on a sight which proved oon- 
sclusively that the law.defying organiza- 
tion still existed. From the limbs of a 
mighty oak tree on the banks of a creek, 
only a short distance from the place of 
the Green and Eden murders, five corpses 
were swinging in the breeze, and each 
one bore the dread symbol of death at 
the hands of the Bald Knobbers—a knife 
cut across the brow. 


A farmer who was early ou his way to 


town, was the first to see the terrible 
sight, and he quickly summoned his. 
neighbors, who took down the bodies, and 
found them to be those of Charles Qreen, 
James E-len, Win. Enrters, 
Jonathan 


Wiley and Emmet Anderson. All these 
men had sworn to the facts of tits killing 
ef Green and Eden, brothers of the first- 
named, and 
on their evidence Dave 


Walker was sentenced to pay the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. 
The bodies 


were placed in a wagon and carried to 
the homes of their families, and where 
the story of the latest Bald-Knobber raid 
was heard. At the home of Green and 
Eden, who occupied jointly a long 
double log house, all was terror and dis- 
may. As soon us the wails of tho be- 
reaved women aud children could be 
stilled, the following was told to the hor- 
rified listeners: 


At precisely twelve o'clock a knock was 


heard at tbe door, and iu response to aa 
inquiry the family w^re told that a neigh- 
bor had a stalled wagon near by and re- 
quested assistance. 
Green and Eden 


immediately went out, and as they passed 
the gate a single pistol shot was heard, 
and out into the moonlight from Ihe 
bushes rode abmit two hundred Bald- 
Knobbers with tbe disguise that a yeai 
ago was so well known iu the Southwest. 
They surrounded the two unfortunate 
men, n slight strugg'e followed, and then 
all rode away with thoir victims. The 
terrorized families could do nothing, and 
ware afraid to stir out of doors until day- 
light. 


At the residence or Ealera much the 


same story was told. 


At Wiley's house tho demand for »d- 


miitance was refns--d, and the Bald- 
Knobbers broke down tho door and 
dragged the man from tha house. Dur- 
ing the nielee several shots were fired at 
the assailing party bv tha members of 
the family, nnd they are confident thai 
one of the raiders w:is wonndod. 


Anderson was eap'u-'od while ou his 


way homo from Chadwick. 


The whole country is again under e 


reign of terror, as no ono knows who did 
the deed, nnd eacl- is distrustful of his 
neighbor, Rhei iff Williams has gone tc 
the scene of the murders with a large 
posse of men, and soys he will hunt down 
tho perpetrators of the deed if it is pos- 
sible. The only clew is the Bald-Knob- 
ber who is supposed to be wouadad.
